_Collonitz is fent by the Emperor with a good Sum 
of Money to King Charles 1IJ, and he is to ftay in 
Spain with bis Catholick:Majefty, in the Quality of 
Gentleman of his Bed-Chamber. The Duke of 
Moles bas receiv'd Advice by an Exprefs from 
Genoa, that the Sieve of Barcelona is rais’d ; which 
is confirm’d by another Exprefs from the Duke of 
Lorrain.

Strasbourg, May 20. The 7th Inftanc the Marfhal 
de Villars fent Decachments which poffefs'd them- 
felves of. Billikum, Germerfheim, Néuftads, and 
Spire. He likewife put Trogps into the petite Hol- 
lande over againft Philipsbourg : Which oblig’d the 
Enemy. to take in pieces the Bridge they hac ‘here 
over the Rhine, fo that now they have none cigher 
than Mentz. Atthe fame Time he fene 
ments to Offendorf between the Sor and th: Mo- 
fern, under che Command of M. Stref ; t. °rat- 
matt, under the Court du Bourg; and to .:':z, 
Under the Marquis de ‘Nangis, to hinder the Jneny 
from laying Bridges there. He keeps Men at wo:k 


on the Fortifications of the Camp of Lauterbourg, 
and the Lines along the Lauter; which are the 
eafier to fortify and defend, becaufe they are not ne- 
ceffary for more thana League, viz. from Weiffen- 
bourg to the Caftle of Sc. Remy ; the other part of 
thofe Lines as far as Lauterbourg, being unacceffi- 
ble, by Reafon of Woods and Moraffes. The Mar- 
fhal de Villars has rais’d great Contributions in rhe 
Palatinate, and in the Bithopricks of Spire and 
Worms.

Strasbourg, May 24. Yefterday 34 Veffels, with 
Pontons, and great Store of Anchors, Cordage, 
Planks, &c. were fent from hence down to the Mar- 
thal de Villars’s Army ; fo thar it appears that Gene- 
ral bas a Defign to attempt to pafs the Rhine.

From the Prince of Baden’s Camp at Hubach, May 
24. The Prince of Baden having left parc of the 
Troops of the Circle of Swabia to guard the Lines 
of Buhl and Stohlhoffen, has caus’d the reft of che 
“Wroops of that Circle as alfo thofe of the Emperor 
and others to march down hither: And is come 
himfelf from Raftad, and taken up his Quariers at 
Scheylenhand, to be at hand ro joyn 14 Hattaliions 
and 20 Squadrons that are pofted near Linkenheim : 
The Marthal de Villars has his Head Quarters ftill 
in Spire, but has not yet made any Attempt to pafs 
the Rhine, nor to attack either the Bridge we have 
over that River at Philipsbourg, or the Fore that 
guards the Head of that Bridge.
